Jerusalem Paralyzed By 
Blast Fatal To 52 Jews; 
All Three Factions Tense

JERUSALEM, Feb. 23.—</P>— 


Jerusalem was virtually paralyzed 
today as gun-carrying Arabs, Brit- 
ons and Jews patrolled a city made 
bitter and tense by 
yesterday's 


bombing of the Jewish sector, In 
which at least 52 persons died. 


« Rescue workers clawing at the 
wreckage of two hotels, three apart- 
ment houses and scores of shops 
along two blocks of Ben Yehuda 
street extricated nine more bodies 
today, boosting to 52 the number 
of dead. At least 88 Injured have 
been dug from the debris. Haganah 
workers at the scene said there pos- 
sibly w,ere more victims In the 
rubble. Arabs Admit Blast. 


Arab leaders said their comman- 


does set off two truckloads of ex- 
plosives which caused the blast but 
Jews seemed .convinced that the 
British were somehow responsible. 
Nine British soldiers were killed 
In retaliatory gun fighting after the 
explosion and three Jews lost their 
lives. The death toll for the day 
thus stood at 64. 
Streets were mined and a tripled

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Here's How To File Various Returns tfhen Splitting Income To Save Taxes 


By JAMES MAIILOW 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 23.—WV- 
Married couples In the 12 commu- 
nity property states and Hawaii 
will save money on their 1947 tax 
by splitting their income. 


Those 12 states 
are 
Arlzom., 
California, Idaho, Louisiana, Mich- 
igan, Nebraska, Nevada, New Mex- 
ico, 
Oklahoma, 
Oregon, 
Texas, 


Washington. 


The wife can claim half of tho 
husband's income or he can claim 
half of hers to bring down tho to- 
tal tax. 


Note: 
Anyone in tho 46 states 
with $500 or more Income In 1947 
must file a return by March IS 
This must be done whether or 
not you owe any tax on that $500- 
or moro income. If you owe a tax, 
it must be paid in full by March 
15. 
Some Need Not File. 


But what of some couple In one 


of tho community property states 
where, say, their total income was 
$999.99? Must they file a return? 
No. 
Not even If all of It was 


earned by husband or wife—since 
each would claim half, bringing 
tilt income «( •aoh below 1600, 


But—If one of them had Income 
of $1,000, then a return would havo 
to bo filed, since the toast each 
could claim would bo 500. 
There are three forms for filing 
a return: 
Form W-2. the with- 


holding statement glvon an em- 
ploye by a boss for tax withheld 
from his wapns or salary during 
the year: the 1040 short-form, and 
tho 1040 long-form. 
Take Form W-2 first: 
Only a 
person making under 
$5,000 a year can use it,. And tax 
must have been withrteld from al- 
most all of hU salary during the 
year. 


Such a person still could use It 


If he hud added Income—on Inter- 
est; 
dividends or 
wa«es 
from 


which tax had not been withheld 
—provided that added Income did 
not exceed $100. 
But what of a married couplu In 
the 12 community property states' 
Say a husband made under $5,000 
and his wife claimed 
half of It. 
Can such a couple use Form W-2? 


Yes, 
If that Income Is within the 
rule outlined above. 
Must Ftru Jointly. 
The husband can't file his re- 
turn on Form W-2. showing that 


under $6,000 income while the wife 
files separately on another form 
W-2, 
claiming half of It. 
They 


must, as 
noted, file Jointly on 


Form W-2. 
But suppose a husband In 
a 
community property state makes 
$5,000 and a full tax has been 
withheld from htm, His wlfo ha:' 
no income. 
But she calims haf 


his Income, In this case can they 
fllo Jointly on Form W-2' 
No. Because that total Income 


Is 5,000 or more. It's printed on 
the form bv the boss. And form 
W-2 can't he 'used for reporting 
Income of $5,000 or more. 
In this case husband and wlfo 
nan uso tho 1040 short-form, each 
claiming half of the $5.500 Income, 
But, to get tho benefit of the low- 
er tax on that divided income, 
they should file soparaely, 
Tho short and long forms should 


always bo used separately by hU3' 
bands and wives In the communi- 
ty property states, not jointly. 


Now take the 1040 short-form— 
This, too, can be used by a per- 
son with under $5,000 Income who 
san't, or 
doesn't 
want, to 
us<< 
Form W-3. 


But anyon* with 16,000 or toor* 


Income—except 
couples 
In 
tho 
community property states—can't 
use tho 1040 short-form. 
Ho must 
use tho 1040 long-form. For exam- 
ple:Suppose n man In a community 
property slato had $9,909 Income. 
His wlfo claiina halt of it. Thus 
each claim.*) Income of $1999.5C. 
Can this man, since his Income 
was ovor $5,000, 
use tho short- 


form? 
Yes. because his $fl,999 in- 


noina was split Into two pails of
